Decennial  Alumni  Catalogue 
Just  Off  The  Press 

The  alumni  catalogue  for  the  years  1940-49,  just 
issued,  is  the  careful  and  painstaking  work  of  Professor 
and  Mrs.  Macon  Reed.  The  first  alumni  catalogue  was 
the  work  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  learned  Pro- 
fessor of  Physics  for  many  years  and,  for  several  years 
during  that  period,  Professor  of  Chemistry.  Dr.  Bagby 
was  greatly  assisted  in  this  work  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting, 
the  distinguished  Professor  of  Latin,  and  for  some  years 
until  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of 
Modern  Languages,  Professor  of  Ger- 
man. 

This  was  really  a  monumental  work. 
A  start  had  to  be  made  from  the  be- 
ginning in  1776  and  brought  down  to 
1906.  It  appears  that  in  some  years 
no  annual  catalogue  had  been  gotten 
out,  or,  if  gotten  out,  all  copies  had 
been  lost.  Not  only  so,  but  the  volumes 
containing  records  of  student  matricu- 
lations had  not  always  been  fully  pre- 
served. Dr.  Bagby  and  Dr.  Whiting 
diligently  followed  every  line  of  ex- 
ploration available  during  this  period 
from  1776  to  1906. 

The  plan,  after  getting  out  this  first 
volume,  was  to  get  out  a  supplementary 
catalogue  every  ten  years.  The  next 
issue  was  for  1907  to  1916,  Drs.  Bagby 
and  Whiting  again  doing  the  work. 
The  next  ten  years  found  Drs.  Bagby 
and  Whiting  once  again  at  the  oars, 
having  been  named  a  committee  for 
the  purpose  by  the  Alumni  Council. 

The  catalogue   for  the  next  decade 
1927-1939    was    largely    the    work    of 
George    L.    Walker,    who    had    been 
named  Alumni   Secretary,  and  perhaps 
had  a  wider  acquaintance  with  students  at  the  College 
and  kept  up  with  them  in  after  years  better  than  anyone 
except  perhaps  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  who  was  frequently 
called  on.    Some  material  for  the  next  issue  for  the  period 
1940-49   was   already  being   assembled   when   the   sudden 
death  of  our  beloved  and  efficient  secretary,  Mr.  Walker, 
delayed    and    threw    the    publication    of    that    issue    into 
confusion. 

Not  until  Professor  and  Mrs.  Reed  came  to  the  rescue 
in  1954  had  anything  of  a  systematic  nature  been  done 
toward  getting  out  this  catalogue.  It  is  true  Mr.  Walker 
had  left  some  valuable  notes,  and  so  had  Dr.  Whiting. 
When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  began  their  work,  instead 
of  ten  years  having  elapsed,  fourteen  had  rolled  by. 
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Professor  Reed,  with  the  able  assistance  of  Mrs.  Reed, 
undertook  the  work,  made  especially  difficult  because  the 
V-12    Naval   Unit   was   here   during   two   years   of   that 
period.    While  a  select  group  of  young  men,  few  of  them 
looked   forward  to  graduation ;  most  of  them  were  here 
for  naval  training,  and  had  little  interest  in  the  College 
as  such.  When  they  finished,  they  were  so  widely  scattered 
that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  get  in  touch  with  them. 
This  work  of   Professor   and   Mrs.   Reed   was   a   tre- 
mendous undertaking,  and  tedious,  but  the  work  has  now 
been  completed,  done  with  great  thoroughness,   and   the 
book,  which  has  a  pleasing  form,   is  well  organized   for 
information  concerning  former  students 
of  the  decade  1940-49. 

To  have  an  alumni  catalogue  from 
1776  to  1950  is  a  most  valuable  asset. 
Neither  the  alumni  office  nor  the  presi- 
dent's office  would  be  complete  without 
it,  and  the  editors  of  the  Alumni 
Record  would  be  at  a  loss  without  it. 
The  volume  is  inscribed  to  Miss 
Anna  Dickhoff,  for  so  many  years 
secretary  at  the  College,  whose  long 
familiarity  with  the  College,  its  stu- 
dents, faculty,  and  alumni,  and  her 
marvelous  memory,  make  her  assistance 
invaluable.  The  dedication  is  most 
fittingly  inscribed  to  her. 

The  Editors  of  the  Record  wish  to 
express  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reed  their 
thanks  and  commend  them  for  this 
work  they  have  done  for  the  College, 
and  also  wish  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation to  Miss  Dickhoff  for  the  part 
she  has  played  in  this  important  under- 
taking. 


Dr.  George  H.  Denny 


In  the  death  of  Dr.  George  H. 
Denny  on  the  2nd  of  April,  Hampden- 
Sydney  lost  one  of  its  most  eminent  alumni.  Dr.  Denny 
graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1891  with  first  honor 
and  became  a  fellow  for  the  next  year.  He  was  active  in 
the  affairs  of  the  College  while  a  student  here  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Sigma  Chi  Social  Fraternity  and  other  orga- 
nizations among  the  students.  He  went  almost  immediately 
to  the  University  of  Virginia,  taught  at  Pantops  Academy 
nearby,  and  received  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Virginia.  He  returned  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  Professor  of  Latin  and  German,  remaining 
here  until  he  was  called  to  Washington  and  Lee,  where 
he  was  President  from  1901  until  1911.  In  1912  he 
became  President  of  the  University  of  Alabama,  which 
position  he  held  until  1937,  when  he  became  Chancellor 
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of  that  University.  Washington  and  Lee  made  rapid 
progress  during  Dr.  Denny's  administration,  and  the 
same  is  true  with  regard  to  the  University  of  Alabama 
while  he  headed  that  institution. 

Dr.  Denny  was  the  recipient  of  many  honors.  He  was 
a  former  president  of  the  National  Association  of  State 
Universities  and  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Preparatory  Schools.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  \  ir- 
ginia  Education  Commission  in  1944  and  1945.  Like- 
wise he  was  a  Trustee  for  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for 
the  Advancement  of  Teaching  and  Chairman  of  the 
Rhodes  Scholarship  Committee  for  Alabama.  He  was 
a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  for  which  he  was  Senator 
tor  the  United  Chapters.  Likewise  he  was  a  member  of 
(  )micron  Delta  Kappa  and  the  New  comen  Society  of 
England.  In  1925  he  was  named  by  popular  vote  "the 
most  distinguished  professional  leader  of  Alabama",  and 
in  1946  was  acclaimed  first  citizen  of  Alabama  in  Birm- 
ingham. 

Dr.  Denny  had  reached  the  ripe  age  of  eighty-four 
years.  After  his  return  from  the  University  of  Alabama, 
he  had  made  his  home  in  Lexington,  Virginia,  and  he 
was  buried   in   the   Stonewall   Jackson   Cemetery  there. 

Dr.  Denny  was  a  native  of  Hanover  County,  but  also 
spent  some  time  in  the  County  of  Amelia.  He  married 
the  former  Jane  Strickler,  daughter  of  Dr.  Givens  B. 
Strickler,  for  many  years  on  the  faculty  of  LJnion  Theo- 
logical Seminary  when  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  later 
in  Richmond.  Mrs.  Denny  survives  her  husband.  He 
also  leaves  two  daughters,  Miss  Frances  Denny  and  Mrs. 
O.  Hunter  McClung,  Jr.,  both  of  Lexington;  two 
sisters,  Miss  Mattie  Denny  of  Hanover  and  Miss  Otelia 
Denny  of  Amelia,  and  a  brother,  Robert  Denny  of 
Nicholasville,  Kentucky. 

The  President's  Lady 

The  members  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  community,  so 
often  the  recipients  of  the  warm  hospitality  of  Middle- 
court,  were  privileged  to  have  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gammon  as 
their  honored  guests  at  a  banquet  given  at  the  College 
Commons  on  April  23.  As  is  usually  the  case,  the  words 
that  were  spoken  there  were  inadequate  to  express  the 
feelings  of  admiration  and  affection  with  which  the 
Gammons  are  regarded  by  the  residents  of  the  Hill. 

T  he  purpose  of  the  occasion,  of  course,  was  to  honor 
Mrs.  Gammon  equally  with  her  husband.  The  contribu- 
tion of  a  wife  to  her  husband's  achievements  and  position 
are  inestimable.  Dr.  Gammon  received  his  meed  of 
praise,  as  is  set  down  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  But  here 
it  is  Mrs.  Gammon  to  whom  we  wish  to  pay  tribute;  and 
we  could  hardly  do  better  than  to  quote  from  the  words 
prepared  by  a  committee  of  ladies  of  the  Hill  in  her  honor: 

"In  the  summer  of  1939  there  returned  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  a  lady  of  unusual  charm  and  gracious  manner  to 
make  her  home  as  wife  of  the  President  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College. 

"Born  and  educated  in  Texas,  where  she  earned  a 
master's  degree  from  the  University  of  Texas,  along  with 


a   Phi   Beta  Kappa  key,  she  was  well  qualified  to  become 
a  leader  intellectually,  socially,  and  spiritually. 

"On  arriving  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Mrs.  Gammon 
opened  her  home  and  her  heart  not  only  to  the  students 
of  Hampden-Sydne)  College,  but  to  the  community  and 
surrounding  territory. 

"She  set  about  entertaining  in  her  home  all  students 
who  passed  through  the  College,  all  professors  and  their 
wives,  and  has  been  hostess  to  most  visitors  on  the  Col- 
lege campus.  With  unselfish  devotion  to  a  high  standard 
of  achievement,  she  has  set  the  pattern  for  what  a 
hospitable   hostess  should   be   .   .   ." 

After  citing  Mrs.  Gammon's  many  contributions  to 
the  cultural,  organizational,  and  spiritual  life  of  the 
community,  the  tribute  continues: 

"Her  center  of  interest  has  always  been  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  where  she  has  displayed  a  steadfast 
devotion  to  duty  as  wife  of  our  President.  She  was  the 
originator  of  the  commencement  luncheons  and  has  here 
dispensed  her  graciousness  to  untold  numbers  throughout 
the  years. 

"We  salute  you,  Mrs.  Gammon,  as  First  Lady  of  the 
Hill!  We  thank  you  for  the  fine  things  you  have  con- 
tributed to  our  lives,  both  by  precept  and  example,  in  your 
daily  living  among  us. 

"We  wish  for  you  the  best  of  life."  — X. 


The  Importance  Of  The 
Intangibles 

Editorial  tribute  to  President  Fdgar  G.  Gammon, 
occasioned  by  his  retirement,  appeared  in  the  last  issue 
of  The  Record.  Further  tributes  from  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  faculty  and  from  the  Hampden-Sydney  Tiger  are 
printed  on  other  pages  of  the  present  issue.  It  is  interesting 
in  these  to  observe  references  not  only  to  the  great  and 
very  obvious  material  achievements  of  Dr.  Gammon's 
administration  in  the  way  of  physical  and  financial  im- 
provements, but  also  to  the  intangible  achievements 
which  have  marked  his  sixteen  years  as  President. 

The  student  editor  speaks  of  the  new  work  Dr. 
Gammon  has  wrought  in  student  morale  and  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  spirit  which  "has  come  to  its  present 
proud  position  in  great  measure  as  a  result  of  his  labor." 
He  points  out  that  "it  is  in  this  field  of  student  relations 
that  Dr.  Gammon  has  made  his  finest  contribution." 

Similarly    the    faculty    paper,    while    not    overlooking 

matters  like  buildings,  endowment,  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
calls  attention  to  the  intangibles  that  mean  so  much  ;  Dr. 
Gammon's  "warm  and  friendly  interest  in  the  individual 
members  of  his  faculty  and  staff"  ;  his  encouragement  of 
academic  freedom  and  his  instilling  of  that  "confidence 
without  which  the  best  teaching  cannot  be  done." 

These  are  things  which  no  one  can  see.  But  they  mould 
and  pervade  the  spirit  of  a  school.  — X.

Dear  Alumnus: 

For  sixteen  years  I  have  written  you.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  tell  you  of  things  I  hoped  would  be  of  interest. 
How  many  of  the  letters  have  been  read  I  wouldn't  know. 

I  do  want  to  say  in  this  one  how  grateful  I  am  for 
the  many  kindnesses  shown.  I  only  wish  my  gratitude 
could  be  adequately  expressed. 

The  work  and  giving  on  the  part  of  the  alumni  have 
been  of  untold  benefit  to  the  College.  The  results  of  the 
Fund  both  in  gifts  and  encouragement  have  made  it 
possible  more  than  once  for  the  school  to  operate  without 
deficit. 

The  record  this  year  was  an  amazing  one — through  the 
Fund  the  amount  received  was  $49,200.42.  These  gifts 
added  to  those  for  the  past  fourteen  years  totalled  $500,- 
5 1 4.00. 

A  good  year  was  topped  off  with  a  delightful  commence- 
ment. Both  Dr.  Lapsley  Carson  and  Dr.  Virginius  Dab- 
ney  made  addresses  of  the  highest  order.  The  Class  of 
191 5  had  the  largest  number  present.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  was  represented  by  eight  of  its  members. 

It  appears  now  that  the  enrollment  for  the  coming 
session  will  be  up  to  our  present  capacity.  I  am  grateful 
that  only  two  replacements  are  necessary  in  the  faculty 
and  staff.  Professor  O.  W.  Lacy  has  accepted  a  position 
at  Trinity  College,  Connecticut,  and  Coach  Claude 
Milam  has  resigned  to  go  into  private  business. 

The  second  unit  of  the  gymnasium  is  rapidly  nearing 
completion.  The  addition  greatly  adds  both  to  the 
appearance  and  usefulness  of  the  building. 

Dr.    Joseph    Robert,    our    new    president,    assumes    his 


duties  the  first  of  August.    He  has  the  highest  qualifica- 
tions and  will  be  a  splendid  leader. 

Again,  my  deepest  gratitude  for  everything.

Tributes  To  Dr.  Gammon 

The  following  paper  was  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty  of  Hampdcn-Sydncy  College  and  read  at  a  banquet 
honoring  President  and  Mrs.  Edgar  G.  Gammon  April  23,  1955: 

On  a  tablet  over  a  doorway  in  London's  St.  Paul's  Cathedral 
are  inscribed  the  Latin  words  "Si  monumentum  requiris,  cir- 
cumspice" — "If  you  seek  his  monument,  look  about  you."  Thus 
is  memorialized  the  builder  of  St.  Paul's,  Sir  Christopher 
Wren,  one  of  England's  greatest  architects.  Thus,  too,  might 
well  be  memorialized,  in  the  vigor  of  his  life,  one  of  Hampden- 
Sydney's  greatest  architects,  her  shortly  retiring  president. 
One  has  but  to  gaze  about  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus  to 
behold  the  monuments  of  an  energetic  and  constructive  admini- 
stration :  a  new  gymnasium,  a  new  post  office  building,  a  new 
auditorium,  a  telephone  exchange,  the  Library  restored,  a  new 
addition  to  the  Administration  Building,  complete  renovation 
of  Cushing  and  Venable  Halls  and  the  Commons,  conversion 
of  the  old  gymnasium  into  infirmary  and  dormitory  space, 
vastly  improved  athletic  fields,  track,  and  tennis  courts,  and 
even  such  homely  but  necessary  items  as  a  sewage  disposal 
plant  and  new  pumping  station.  Perhaps  it  was  symbolic  that 
the  first  addition  of  all  was  a  system  of  street  lights,  dispelling 
the  gloom.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  building  program  has  never 
ceased,  for  daily  the  second  unit  of  the  gymnasium  continues  to 
rise  before  our  eyes. 

Hand  in  hand  with  the  improvement  of  the  College's  physical 
properties  has  gone  the  phenomenal  increase  of  endowment, 
approximately  quadrupled  in  fifteen  years.  This  has  meant 
much :  greater  income  for  the  school,  more  attractive  salaries 
for  teachers,  and  more  modern  and  comfortable  accommodations 
for  the  students.  Ancillary  to  this  have  been  the  inauguration 
and  development  of  the  annual  Alumni  Fund,  income  from 
which  is  the  equivalent  of  interest  on  an  additional  one  million 
dollars. 

Perhaps  for  many  of  us  the  transition  from  the  wood  stove 
era  to  the  oil  furnace  era  has  done  most  to  warm  the  cockles 
of  the  heart.  Stuffing  endless  cords  of  wood  or  hods  of  coal 
into  the  insatiable  maws  of  stoves  and  grates  has  been  replaced 
by  the  easy  warmth  of  up-to-date  devices.  Modern  kitchens, 
baths,  and  other  improvements  in  faculty  homes  have  made 
them  much  more  pleasant  places  of  habitation,  even  for  the 
most  scholarly  professor  traditionally  oblivious  of  such  sybaritic 
sumptuousness. 

For  those  who  have  known  Hampden-Sydney  through  the 
advancing  years,  the  tremendous  enhancement  of  the  College  in 
physical  resources,  equipment,  and  comforts  is  no  small  reason 
to  say  of  President  Gammon,  almost  in  the  words  of  Horace, 
"Exegit  monumentum  aere  perennius" — "He  has  erected  a 
monument  more  lasting  than  bronze." 

Scholastically,  the  administration  of  Dr.  Gammon  will  be 
memorable  because  of  the  establishment  of  the  Eta  of  Virginia 
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,  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  For  over  a  hundred  years 
Hampden-Sydney  Had  been  hopeful  of  eventually  receiving  a 
charter;  one  by  one,  various  impediments  in  the  way  were 
surmounted  until  in  1941  the  college  was  placed  on  the  list  c>l 
institutions  approved  by  the  Association  of  American  Universi 
it,-.  With  this  last  harrier  removed,  Dr.  Gammon,  an  initiate 
ol  the  William  and  Mary  chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  together 
with  other  members  of  the  society  on  the  Hampden-Sydney 
faculty,  took  steps  looking  forward  toward  petitioning  again 
for  a  charter.  After  eight  years  of  preparation,  the  petition 
was  ready  for  presentation.  Then  the  suggestion  was  made 
that  Hampden-Sydney  wait  for  another  three  years  before 
presenting  it.  With  characteristic  courage,  Dr.  Gammon 
vigorously  insisted  that  the  time  was  now.  Strong  friends  in 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  took  up  the  cause,  and  in  1949  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Council  voted  to  establish  the  chapter.  December  13, 
1949,  the  date  when  the  Eta  of  Virginia  chapter  was  installed, 
represents  the  scholastic  high  point  of  Dr.  Gammon's  admini- 
stration. 

It  is  the  mark  of  a  true  leader  to  be  concerned  about  the 
welfare  of  his  associates  in  the  common  enterprise  which  he 
directs.  From  the  very  first  Dr.  Gammon  has  shown  his  warm 
and  friendly  interest  in  the  individual  members  of  his  faculty 
and  staff.  To  those  who  came  with  a  problem  he  ever 
listened  sympathetically  and  gave  help  in  a  manner  both 
prompt  and  generous.  It  is  characteristic  that  such  effective  aid 
was  often  achieved  by  cutting  red  tape  or  brushing  aside  the 
procrastination  of  the  more  timid.  Perhaps  the  greatest 
treasures  in  an  academic  community  are  freedom  of  thought 
and  security  of  tenure.  Dr.  (".amnion  has  encouraged  each 
of  us  to  feel  free  to  teach  as  he  sees  fit  and  to  be  master  in  his 
own  classroom.  No  threat  to  academic  freedom  has  darkened 
the  luster  of  Hampden-Sydney's  shining  reputation  during 
his  administration.  On  the  contrary,  trusting  each  and  all  of 
the  Faculty  to  do  his  job  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  Dr.  Gammon 
has  conferred  upon  his  Faculty  that  gift  of  confidence  without 
which  the  best  teaching  cannot  be  done.  Whatever  the  sacri- 
fices that  teachers  in  a  small,  Christian  college  must  undergo, 
our  retiring  president  has  made  them  lighter  by  his  generous 
encouragement  and  his  courageous  shouldering  of  burdens 
that  were  heavier  than  ours. 


Dr.  Gammon,  your  familiar  figure,  striding  briskly  across 
the  campus,  or  presiding  alertly  at  faculty  meetings  or  at  the 
rostrum  of  Johns  Auditorium,  will  be  sorely  missed.  You  have 
and  always  will  have  our  gratitude,  our  admiration  and  our 
warmest  wishes,  extended  to  Mrs.  Gammon  and  yourself,  for 
your  future  happiness  and  welfare.  Whether  your  paths  lead 
near  or  far,  a  real  welcome  will  always  await  you  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.

The  Hampden-Sydney  Tiger  of  May  /.?,  1955,  carried  the 
following  editorial: 

This  is  the  last  edition  of  The  Tiger  to  be  published  during 
the  administration  of  Dr.  Edgar  Graham  Gammon.  As  such  it 
seems  fitting  that  we  should  look  back  over  the  sixteen  years 
of   a    Presidency,   to   take   stock,   and   draw   a    few   conclusions. 

May  we  say  first  that  he  is  the  youngest  septuagenarian  thai 
we  have  ever  seen!  It  gives  one  a  splendid  feeling  of  belong- 
ing, to  see  Dr.  Gammon,  staff  in  hand  and  with  stride  of  such 
youthful  zest  as  to  put  a  man  of  twenty  to  shame,  on  his 
afternoon  walk.  Youthful  too  is  the  mind,  without  any  trace 
of  the  hazards  of  age,  and  full  of  creative  ideas  for  tin  hem  tit 
of  his  alma  mater  and  ours.  As  he  is  today,  just  s,,  active 
has  lie  always  been 

His  life  has  revolved  around  this  institution;  fust  as  a  mem- 
ber of   the   Class  of    1905,  when  as  a    star  of   the    football   team 


he  received  the  beloved  moniker  of  his  fellows,  "Rip".  He 
further  served  as  College  Pastor  in  a  ministry  marked  by  strik- 
ing camaraderie  with  the  students,  and  notable  advances  in  the 
field  of  on-campus  student  activities.  Just  as  J.  P.  Cushing  is 
considered  the  most  important  president  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  so  will  Dr.  Gammon  be  declared  significant  to  the 
twentieth. 

The  catalogue  of  improvements  made  by  this  President  to  the 
physical  plant  of  the  College  is  self-evident.  These  edifices 
will  stand  as  visible  monuments  throughout  the  history  of  the 
institution.  From  a  position  of  struggle  to  meet  an  all  too 
modest  budget  the  school  has  grown  under  him  to  a  position  of 
praiseworthy  endowment.  In  the  process  an  alumni  organiza- 
tion has  through  devotion,  time,  and  sacrifice  been  built  up  to 
bind  with  strong  ties  the  school  to  its  sons.  In  connection  with 
the  Alumni  Association  this  president  has  traveled  for  the 
school  as  much  as  all  her  presidents  put  together. 

But,  and  this  is  perhaps  more  important  because  it  is  con- 
cerned with  the  making  of  men,  he  has  wrought  a  new  work 
in  college  morale.  The  subtle  attribute  of  personality  known  as 
"the  Hampden-Sydney  spirit"  has  come  to  its  present  proud 
position  in  great  measure  as  a  result  of  his  labor.  Not  only 
could  he  see  the  need  for  a  new  auditorium,  but  he  could  see  the 
need  for  better  kitchen  facilities  and  furnaces  for  faculty  homes 
— a  small  but  worthy  matter.  His  faculty  is  one  of  learned 
nun  living  as  a  team  for  education  and  as  an  active,  friendly, 
and  united  community.  Several  professors  have  remarked  in 
the  past  on  the  newly  established  rapport  between  students  and 
faculty;  presumably  as  a  result  of  Dr.  Gammon's  good  example. 

It  is  in  this  field  of  student  relations  that  Dr.  Gammon  has 
made  his  finest  contribution.  Through  all  his  administration  his 
stated  policy  has  been  complete  student  government.  He  is 
proud  of  his  students,  speaking  of  them  as  "my  boys",  and  has 
always  taken  a  particular  interest  in  their  good  appearance. 
The  labor  with  student  responsibility  for  their  government  has 
proved  a  success,  and  has  never  been  abandoned  for  a  moment 
even  when  the  administration  was  under  fire.  The  calm  proud 
attitude  with  openly  expressed  confidence  made  it  possible  for 
several  hundred  students  to  discipline  themselves  in  last  year's 
crisis  with  Longwood. 

Dr.  Gammon  has  never  departed  from  his  policy  of  addressing 
the  students  as  equals  and  personal  friends  in  both  public 
address  and  private  conference.  It  is  his  custom  to  call  any 
college  or  student  problems  to  the  attention  of  the  entire  body 
of  undergraduates  or  to  group  representatives,  never  once 
failing  in  his  belief  that  they  can  be  solved  by  the  students  on 
their  own  responsibility. 

How  wonderful  is  the  thought  that  the  wishes  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  this  ColWge  and  that  of  the  Student  Body  are  made 
one  by  his  special  personality.  There  is  a  marked  difference 
between  "the  Hill"  and  another  college  in  the  state  where  a 
large  majority  of  the  undergraduates  in  a  recent  poll  indicated 
that  they  would  not  return  next  term,  and  would  not  recom- 
mend favorably  the  schools  to  anyone  else  because  of  the  policy 
of  the  president. 

fhe  Hampden-Sydney  President  has  always  encouraged  .ill 
phases  of  campus  activities  from  Glee  Club  to  Literary  Society. 
He  is  the  most  constant  spectator  for  the  athletic  teams  and  a 
backer  for  ODK.  He  has  always  been  willing  to  advise,  aid. 
and  encourage  good  student  publications. 

In  his  innate  modesty  Dr.  Gammon  does  not  like  to  s^-ak  in 
public.  Yet  one  cannot  hear  him  on  the  public  platform  without 
being  moved  by  the  brilliance  and  force  of  both  his  delivery 
and  thoughts. 

These  and  countless  others  are  the  things  which  have  endeared 
him  to  sixteen  years  of  Hampden-Sydney  graduates,  which  have 
made  his  administration  so  significant,  and  which  have  made 
him  so  unique  in  the  life  of   the  school. 
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Editorial  in  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  Tuesday,  June  7 : 

Retirement  of  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon  as  president  of 
Hampden- Sydney  College,  at  his  own  request,  after  16  dis- 
tinguished years  in  that  post,  is  cause  for  genuine  regret  on 
the  part  of  countless  Virginians. 

Under  his  inspiring  leadership,  the  old  college  in  Prince 
Edward  County  has  enjoyed  one  of  its  most  fruitful  periods  of 
growth  and  expansion  in  all  the  years  since  its  founding  in 
1776. 

Termed  "the  most  popular  living  alumnus"  of  the  college  at 
the  time  of  his  selection  as  president  in  1939  (he  was  then 
pastor  of  the  important  Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Charlotte,  N.  C),  Dr.  Gammon  doubtless  still  deserves  that 
accolade.  In  addition,  he  has  shown  himself  to  be  one  of  the 
truly  effective  college  presidents  in  Virginia  history. 

The  place  of  Hampden-Sydney  as  a  center  for  thorough  and 
meaningful  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts — always  a  high  place 
— has  been  enhanced  under  Dr.  Gammon's  dedicated  direction. 

The  faculty  has  been  strengthened,  for  President  Gammon, 
like  other  great  presidents  of  educational  institutions,  has 
demonstrated  an  uncanny  ability  for  choosing  the  right  men 
for  his  teaching  staff.  He  has  also  shown  exceptional  admini- 
strative competence  in  other  directions.  The  endowment  fund 
if  the  college  has  been  raised  during  his  term  from  $389,000  to 
around  $1,800,000.  He  was  the  originator  of  the  Alumni  Fund, 
contributed  annually  by  the  alumni,  and  now  totaling  over-all 
about  $500,000.  Such  badly  needed  buildings  as  a  new  library, 
auditorium,  gymnasium  and  infirmary  have  been  added,  while 
both  dormitories  and  every  one  of  the  professor's  houses  have 
been  renovated. 

All  this  is  important,  even  vital.  Perhaps  even  more  so  is 
the  morale  which  Dr.  Gammon  has  done  so  much  to  create  at 
the  college,  and  the  happy  relationship  he  has  helped  to  bring 
about  among  faculty,  students,  and  alumni.  He  has  endeared 
himself  to  the  professors,  to  his  "boys",  as  he  likes  to  term 
them,  and  to  others  who  are  connected  with,  or  interested  in 
the  institution. 

But  his  service  has  not  been  exclusively  to  Hampden-Sydney. 
During  his  years  on  the  State  Board  of  Education,  for  example, 
he  placed  the  entire  Commonwealth  in  his  debt.  Even  if  he 
had  not  functioned  in  this  and  other  capacities  for  the  benefit 
of  all  Virginians,  his  far-reaching  achievements  as  president 
of  Hampden-Sydney  since  1939  are  a  significant  contribution 
to  the  well-being  of  Virginia  and  the  South. 

Few  college  presidents,  we  dare  say,  have  retired  with  such 
universal  esteem  and  affection  as  Edgar  Graham  Gammon,  as 
he  relinquishes  the  helm  at  Hampden-Sydney. 


The  College  Hymn  (II) 

In  reply  to  the  article  in  the  April  issue  of  The 
Record  proposing  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  Hymn 
needed  a  revision  of  its  third  and  fourth  lines,  seven  sug- 
gestions have  been  mailed  in.  There  have  also  been  two 
letters  eloquently  protesting  any  change.  These  are  all 
printed  in  the  Letters  section  of  this  issue. 

In  one  of  the  letters  Marion  N.  Fitzgerald,  '14,  of 
Richmond  provides  information  we  have  been  in  search 
of  concerning  the  origin  of  the  Hymn.  It  seems  that  the 
melody  is  that  of  an  old  Welsh  folk  song,  "Here's  to  all 
good  fellows,  We're  each  the  other's  friend".  The  Hamp- 
den-Sydney words  were  written  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald  in 
1912,  in  collaboration  with  Morell  S.  Clarke,  '14.    They 


first  appear  on  page  100  of  the  1912  Kaleidoscope  as  the 
last  of  six  Hampden-Sydney  songs  ("Glass  of  the  Finest" 
is  fifth).  The  1914  Kaleidoscope,  under  the  history  of 
the  Class  of  1914,  contains  a  reference  to  "Fitzgerald, 
who  with  the  collaboration  of  Clarke,  furnished  the  col- 
lege one  of  her  dearest  songs  .  .  .  ."  (The  class  historian 
was  M.  S.  Clarke.) 

For  other  details,  readers  are  referred  to  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald's interesting  letter  on  page  19.  The  music  of  the 
folk  song  has  not  yet  been  turned  up.  Can  any  alumnus 
help  on  this  score? 

Since  the  writer  of  the  words  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Hymn  agreed  that  a  change  was  in  order  in  the  third 
and  fourth  lines  and  himself  submitted  two  new  lines, 
it  was  only  fitting  that  the  graduating  class  at  the  Com- 
mencement Exercises  of  1955  should  have  sung  this  new 
version  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald: 

Here's  to  old   Hampden-Sydney, 

The  Garnet  and   the  Gray, 
To  her  sons  by  the  thousands 

Who  revere  her  name  today. 
Our  old  Alma   Mater, 
We'll   ere  be  true   to  thee, 
And   we'll   spread   with  song  and  story 
The   fame  of   H.-S.   C.

The  Baccalaureate  Sermon 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered  to  the  graduat- 
ing class  and  a  crowded  auditorium  by  Dr.  W.  Lapsley 
Carson,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rich- 
mond. 

Emphasizing  the  revolutionary  nature  of  the  Christian 
religion,  he  urged  the  graduates  to  take  the  leadership  in 
turning  the  "mild,  well-meaning,  and  harmless  Christi- 
anity"  currently  popular  into  the  "revolutionary  instru- 
ment for  good''  that  had  its  start  in  the  truth  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  courage  of  Paul  and  the  saints. 

"You  ought  to  make  the  bringing  of  the  revolutionary 
ideas  of  Christianity  to  our  times  the  most  important  task 
ot   your  lives,"  Dr.   Carson  declared.

The  Commencement  Address 

Virginius  Dabney,  nationally  prominent  editor  of  the 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  delivered  the  commencement 
address  cm  Monday  morning,  June  6.  Neither  Dr. 
Dabney's  newspaper  nor  his  person  is  an  unfamiliar  sight 
on  the  Hampden-Sydnej  campus,  and  it  was  a  pleasure  in 
have  him  back  once  again. 


In  his  preliminary  remarks,  he  stated  that  he  knew  many 
Virginians,  not  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney,  who  said  that 
if  they  did  not  send  their  sons  to  their  own  institutions, 
they  would  send  them  to  Hampden-Sydney;  that  indeed 
Hampden-Sydney  was  a  kind  of  second  alma  mater  in  the 
state.  He  spoke  of  the  intense  loyalty  of  the  alumni,  and 
of  the  late  Jackson  Davis'  remark,  that  to  him  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  a  miracle,  to  have  achieved  so  much  with  so 
little,  and  mentioned  Mr.  Davis'  belief  that  the  College 
was  outstanding  in   the  South. 

The  theme  of  Dr.  Dabney's  address  was  "Stay  South, 
young  man".  He  pointed  out  that  the  region  is  changing. 
Cotton  is  no  longer  king.  The  two-party  system  is  stronger 
— a  good  thing.  High  tariff  sentiment  is  growing.  Edu- 
cation is  stronger,  though  the  South  greatly  needs  a  strong 
university,  comparable  to  Harvard  in  financing  and  endow- 
ment. Science  education  has  improved.  As  for  the  race 
problem,  he  was  no  pessimist.  "We  can  work  it  out, 
given  patience.  We  are  only  at  the  beginning  now.  Let 
us  conduct  ourselves  in  the  best  Virginia  tradition." 

He  added  :  "This  region  is  growing  and  expanding  with 
enormous  rapidity  and  it  needs  the  best  brains  of  its  youth 
to  lead  it  on  its  upward  surge.'' 

In  conclusion,  he  paid  tribute  to  the  administration  of 
retiring  President  Gammon,  terming  him  "one  of  the 
truly  great  college  presidents  in  the  history  of  Virginia, 
a  man  who  has  vastly  strengthened  the  faculty,  the  student 
body,  and  physical  plant  at  Hampden-Sydney,  has  endeared 
himself  to  the  teaching  staff,  the  students,  and  the  alumni, 
and  has  rendered  incalculable  service  to  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  cause  of  education.    Emulate  him."

Dr.  Gammon  Presented 
With  New  Car 

There  was  one  event  which  President  Edgar  Graham 
Gammon  had  not  planned  for  his  sixteenth  and  final 
commencement  program.  This  came  just  before  the  end 
when  Claude  Pritchard,  '50,  assistant  cashier  of  the 
Planters  Bank  of  Farmville  and  former  president  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  student  body,  mounted  the  platform 
with  two  keys  in  his  hand — "two  special  keys,-'  he  said, 
"for  a  very  special  person.  There  is  a  car  parked  outside — 
a  token  of  what  he  has  meant  to  the  College,  of  what  he 
has  meant  to  each  one  of  us.  If  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Gammon 
have  to  ride  away  from  Hampden-Sydney  this  summer, 
we  all  want  them  to  do  it  in  style." 

Thus,  on  behalf  of  1200  alumni,  faculty  members, 
friends,  students,  parents,  and  college  employees,  Mr. 
Pritchard  presented  the  keys  of  a  iqss  Chrysler  Windsor 
de  luxe  automobile  to  Dr.  Gammon.  The  blue  and  cream 
beauty,  nowhere  in  sight  when  the  commencement  pro- 
cession had  made  its  way  into  Johns  Auditorium,  was  the 
first  object  to  catch  the  eye  as  the  crowd  poured  out  of 
the  building  at  the  conclusion  of  the  morning's  program. 

Preceding  Mr.  Pritchard,  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  spoke  in  appreciation  of 
Dr.  Gammon's  services  to  the  College.  "Si  monumentum 
requiris,  circumspice,"  he  said,  citing  the  many  new  and 
renovated  buildings,  the  strengthened  alumni  chapters,  the 
alumni  fund  inaugurated  by  Dr.  (  Jammon  and  now  risen 
to  contributions  of  over  half  a  million  dollars,  the  endow- 
ment increased  from  $.570,000  to  $l,8oo,COO,  a  strong 
faculty,  and  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa.

Annual  Alumni  Meeting 

Following  the  Commencement  luncheon  on  the  lawn 
in  front  of  Venable  Hall,  the  Alumni  Association  met. 
The  minutes  of  the  meeting,  subject  to  approval  at  the 
next  annual  meeting,  are  printed  below. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Associ- 
ation convened  in  the  Frank  Stoddert  Johns  Auditorium  at  1  :30 
p.  m.,  June  6,  1955,  with  an  average  number  of  alumni  in  attend- 
ance. President  Joseph  Stras  Gillespie,  '25,  presided.  Invocation 
was  offered  by  Dr.  Wm.  C.  Finch,  '29. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

On  invitation,  President  Gammon  spoke  on  the  state  of  the 
College.  His  message  was  one  of  gratitude  for  the  splendid 
loyalty  shown  him  by  the  alumni  throughout  his  administration 
as  president  of  the  college.  He  announced  with  pride  that 
during  the  fifteen  years  that  the  Alumni  Fund  had  been  in 
operation  total  gifts  made  to  it  had  exceeded  half  a  million 
dollars.  For  his  successor  Dr.  Gammon  bespoke  continuation 
of  the  loyalty  that  the  alumni  had  shown  him. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  read  and,  on  motion,  was  ordered 
received  and  filed. 

The  chair  recognized  Mr.  F.  C.  Bedinger  of  the  Class  of  '05, 
who  spoke  feelingly,  expressing  the  gratitude  of  his  Class  at  the 
exceptional  improvements  that  had  been  made  to  the  physical 
plant  during  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Gammon.  Mr.  Charles  G. 
Peters  of  the  Class  of  1915  was  the  spokesman  for  his  Class. 
He  emphasized  the  confidence,  admiration,  and  love  that  the 
alumni  had  for  Dr.  Gammon  and  their  joy  over  the  work  he 
had  done  for  the  College.  On  invitation,  Senator  Curry  Carter, 
'15,  echoed  the  sentiments  of  Mr.  Peters  in  words  of  praise 
for  Dr.  Gammon's  activities  as  president. 

The  Nominating  Committee,  previously  named,  was  asked  to 
make  its  report.  This  was  done  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Royster 
Lyle,  '17,  who  presented  the  following  slate  of  officers :

On  motion  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and  the 
gentlemen  nominated  were  duly  elected. 


President  Gillespie  thanked  the  Association  for  the  loyalty 
it  had  shown  him  during  the  two  years  that  he  had  presided 
over  it.  He  introduced  President-elect  Bedinger,  who  expressed 
his  appreciation  of  the  honor  shown  him.  He  then  called  upon 
Mr.  Joseph  E.  Bedinger,  '25;  Mr.  Robert  T.  Hubard,  Jr.,  '35, 
and  Mr.  Frank  F.  Rennie,  III,  '45,  who  in  turn  spoke  for  their 
respective  classes.  Each  voiced  deep  appreciation  of  the  changes 
that  have  been  made  in  the  physical  plant  under  the  regime  of 
President  Gammon. 

On  motion,  the  Association  extended  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Mr.  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  Jr.,  '50,  for  his  activities  in  raising 
funds  with  which  to  purchase  the  Chrysler  car  as  a  gift  to 
President  Gammon. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

Virginia  Shaw,  soprano,  and  Dr.  John  White 

The  Sunday  Evening  Music  Hour 

Virginia  Shaw,  soprano  of  Ashland,  Virginia, 
accompanied  on  the  piano  by  John  White  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond  Music  Department,  presented  a 
delightful  and  varied  program  as  the  Sunday  evening 
feature  of  the  Commencement  activities.  Her  fresh  and 
intriguing  selections  ranged  from  American  and  English 
folk  ballads  through  nineteenth  century  romanticism  to 
the  twentieth  century  pyrotechnics  of  Igor  Strawinsky; 
her  languages  were  English,  German,  Latin,  and  back 
to  English  again. 

Miss  Shaw  revealed  a  voice  gorgeous  in  every  range. 
She  is  a  very  intelligent  singer,  had  obviously  made  a 
thorough  study  of  each  song,  and  was  able  in  a  striking 
manner  to  project  to  the  audience  the  psychological  moods 
implicit  in  each  one.  Light  humor,  pure  melodic  beauty, 
or  the  dark  savagery  of  ( ireek  tragedy  were  equally  within 
her  grasp.  It  was  not  difficult  to  imagine  her  on  the 
operatic  stage. 

Dr.  White  was  in  every  way  a  perfect  complement  for 
Miss  Shaw.  His  accompaniments  were  perceptive  and 
sensitive  to  the  moods  of  the  soloist,  and  left  nothing  to 
be  desired.

Class  Of  1920 
Makes  Commencement  Gift 

One  of  the  unprogrammed  features  of  the  commence- 
ment exercises  was  the  presentation  of  a  check  for  $J50 
to  Hampden-Sydney  by  John  B.  Henneman  of  New  York 
on  behalf  of  the  Class  of  1920. 

In  handing  the  check  to  Dr.  Gammon,  Mr.  Henneman 
stated  his  hope  that  from  this  acorn  a  great  oak  would 
grow  as  other  classes,  following  the  lead  of  1920,  added 
to  the  fund. 

This  generous  act  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  wish 
expressed  by  President  Gammon  that  a  quiet  campaign 
might  be  undertaken  toward  retiring  the  indebtedness  of 
the  College,  recently  incurred  in  the  extensive  improve- 
ments of  campus  buildings.  Since  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  not  yet  authorized  such  a  campaign,  the  sum  contri- 
buted will  be  set  aside  as  a  nest  egg  on  which  to  launch  a 
general  campaign  or  to  which  other  classes  may  add  for 
a  general  fund  for  the  use  of  the  College. 

The  event  was  not  without  its  touches  of  humor  as  Mr. 
Henneman  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  mentioned  that 
the  two  big  events  of  his  student  days  were  Dr.  Gammon's 
arrival  on  the  Hill  as  college  pastor  and  the  flu  epidemic. 
Dr.  Gammon,  in  accepting  the  gift,  remarked  that  no 
college  president  gets  over  what  the  sight  of  a  check  does 
to  him. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Hampden-Sydney  presidents  will 
continue  to  have  such  unsettling  experiences.

Bronze  Tablet  To  Dr.  Draper 
Dedicated  In  Bagby  Hall 

A  bronze  tablet  to  Dr.  John  William  Draper,  "Father 
of  Portrait  Photography"  and  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Natural  Philosophy  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  from 
1836  to  1839,  was  unveiled  and  presented  to  the  College 
on  the  afternoon  of  June  5  by  the  Rev.  Howard  C.  Cobbs, 
'34.  The  event  marked  one  more  milestone  in  the  long 
journey  Mr.  Cobbs,  now  pastor  of  the  Chester  and 
Centralia  (Va.)  Presbyterian  Churches,  has  traveled  with 
Dr.  Draper  and  his  camera  since  1932,  when  he  first  be- 
came interested  in  the  subject.  During  the  intervening 
quarter  of  a  century  he  has  succeeded  in  establishing  the 
fact  that  Dr.  Draper,  who  apparently  made  the  first  photo- 
graph of  a  living  person  after  he  went  to  New  York 
University  in  1S39,  did  his  experimental  work  in  photo- 
graphy while  he  was  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  that  the 
old  camera  and  reflecting  telescope  here  at  the  College 
were  the  ones  he  used  in  his  work.  The  stamp  of  official 
approval  was  placed  on  Mr.  Cobbs'  conclusions  in  1940 
by  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  which  accepted  the  camera 
and  telescope  from  Hampden-Sydney  on  indefinite  loan. 
They  may  be  seen  there  in  Washington  today. 

The  story  which  Mr.  Cobbs  unfolded  to  an  entranced 
audience  in  the  physics  classroom  was  "just  like  a  detective 
story",  as  one  young  lady  put  it.  He  told  how  he  had 
first  seen  the  camera  when  he  was  a  student  and  Dr. 
J.  H.  C.  Bagby  had  brought  it  out  in  that  same  classroom ; 
and  how  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  '07,  treasurer  of  the  college, 
deeply  interested  in  Draper  and  wanting  to  have  a  picture 
made  of  the  old  box  to  send  to  George  Eastman,  late 
president  of  Eastman  Kodak,  had  Cobbs  make  a  picture 
of  it.  That  was  the  start.  Warming  to  the  scent,  he  began 
to  track  down  evidence.    He  set  out  to  fix  Draper's  con- 


nection here.  He  found  his  portrait  in  the  chapel  and  had 
it  restored.  He  tried  the  old  camera  with  modern  film; 
the  results  were  excellent.  He  established  that  the  camera 
had  been  here  at  Hampden-Sydney  since  1849.  The 
Smithsonian  experts  were  impressed,  and  uncovered  a 
letter  Draper  had  written  in  1858,  making  it  clear  that 
while  at  Hampden-Sydney  he  had  experimented  with 
shortening  the  time  required  for  photographic  exposure. 
And  so  eventually  the  case  was  proven.  The  trail  had  led 
deviously  from  a  Hampden-Sydney  classroom  to  Dr. 
Draper's  grave  in  Greenwood  Cemetery  in  New  York 
City,  and  now  back  to  that  same  classroom. 

As  the  assembled  group  broke  into  applause  at  the  end 
of  the  narration  and  adjourned  into  the  lobby  of  Bagby 
Hall  for  the  unveiling  of  the  tablet  by  Mr.  Cobbs.  the 
portrait  of  Dr.  Draper  looked  after  them  benignly  from 
the  physics  classroom  wall.

At  the  same  meeting,  A.  W.  Embrey,  Jr.,  of  Fredericks- 
burg was  elected  chairman  of  the  executive  committee.

The  Rev.  Robert  Bluford,  '45,  of  Raleigh,  who  initiated 
the  founding  movement  of  Parents  and  Friends,  reported 
that  seventy-six  persons  had  participated  in  the  first 
Loyalty  Drive  last  year.

Theta  Chi  House  Burns  Down 

The  Theta  Chi  house  burned  to  the  ground  early  on 
the  morning  of  May  15.  The  fire  apparently  originated 
in  a  basement  room  of  the  rear  unit.  A  party  had  been 
in  progress  earlier  in  the  night,  but  at  the  time  the  con- 
flagration was  discovered  there  were  only  three  students  in 
the  house,  all  asleep.  A  breakdown  in  the  telephone  system 
prevented  immediate  summoning  of  the  Farmville  Fire 
Department.  A  college  student  finally  drove  in  to  sound 
the  alarm,  and  the  fire  fighters  were  on  their  way 
posthaste.

Meanwhile,  the  college  fire  cart  had  been  brought  out. 
Though  unable  to  stem  the  voracious  course  of  the  flames 
in  the  fraternity  house,  it  was  effective  in  preventing  the 
spread  of  the  fire  to  a  neighboring  dwelling.  Some  furni- 
ture and  other  property  were  saved  from  the  disaster, 
but  the  loss  to  the  fraternity  and  to  individual  members 
was  considerable. 

Since  the  fire,  the  active  and  alumni  members  of  Nu 
Chapter  have  intensified  their  efforts  to  raise  funds  for  a 
new  house.  Results  of  these  efforts  cannot  be  considered 
definite  at  this  time,  but  the  brothers  are  hopeful  that 
they  will  have  a  new  house  in  September. 

Unless  there  are  last  minute  changes,  bids  are  being 
asked  on  a  two-story,  brick-veneered  structure  with  four 
bedrooms  upstairs.  The  downstairs  will  have  a  large 
living  room,  a  parlor,  and  one  additional  bedroom.  The 
house  will  have  a  full  basement.

He  went  to  the  I  niversity  of  ( feorgia  in  1940  as 
Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  and  was  promoted  to 
Associate  Professor  in  1942.  In  1946  he  was  called  to 
Washington  and  Lee  University  as  Associate  Professor 
of  Economics,  and  was  promoted  to  Professor  in   1950. 

lie  has  published  many  articles  in  professional  journals 
and  at  present  is  preparing  a  textbook  on  labor  problems.

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Gifts  and  Bequests  to  the  College 

Gifts  and  bequests  to  Hampden-Sydney  during  the  past 
year  amount  to  $37,395-91-  When  added  to  the  $49,- 
200.42  raised  by  the  Alumni  Fund,  there  is  a  total  of 
$86,596.33  received  through  gifts. 

Of  this,  $10,000  was  left  to  the  College  in  the  will  of 
the  late  Dr.  Leroy  Gresham,  pastor  of  the  Salem  Presby- 
terian Church  from  1909  until  his  retirement  in  1946. 
Dr.  Gresham  held  the  degree  of  doctor  of  divinity  from 
Hampden-Sydney. 

$21,000  came  to  the  College  through  anonymous  gifts, 
$1,000  from  the  Lyle  Moffett  estate,  and  $5,395-91  from 
the  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges. 

A  recent  gift  to  the  Foundation  was  one  of  $12,000 
from  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation.  Hampden- 
Sydney 's  share  of  this  sum  will  eventually  come  to  just 
under  seven  per  cent. 

Tigers  Return  to  Nine-Game 
Grid  Schedule 

Hampden-Sydney  College's  football  squad  will  return 
to  a  nine-game  schedule  this  fall.  The  Tigers  played  only 
eight  games  last  season  due  to  scheduling  problems. 

The  newcomers  on  the  '55  card  are  Washington  and 
Lee  and  West  Virginia  Tech  of  Montgomery,  W.  Va. 
The  Generals  replaced  the  University  of  Richmond  and 
will  come  to  Death  Valley  November  5  for  the  Tiger 
homecoming.  Hampden-Sydney  opens  with  Tech  Septem- 
ber 17. 

The  Washington  and  Lee  tilt  will  mark  the  first  foot- 
ball game  between  the  two  schools  since  1946,  when  Coach 
Frank  Summers'  footballers  absorbed  a  41-6  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  the  Generals.  The  Tech  game  is  the  first  between 
the  two  teams. 

Of  the  nine  games,  five  will  be  played  away.  Four  of 
these  are  Mason-Dixon  Conference  games.  The  Tigers 
have  been  conference  champs  for  the  past  two  seasons. 

Coach  Milam  Resigns 

Claude  W.  Milam,  '49,  for  the  past  three  years  a 
member  of  the  coaching  staff  at  Hampden-Sydney,  has 
resigned  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Saunders  Manu- 
facturing Company  of  Nashville,  Tennessee.  This  com- 
pany deals  in  advertising  equipment  and   furnishings. 

A  native  of  Big  Island,  Virginia,  Mr.  Milam  came  to 
Hampden-Sydney  following  a  coaching  position  at 
Harrisonburg  High  School.  During  his  time  at  the  col- 
lege here  he  served  three  years  as  head  baseball  coach,  two 
years  as  head  basketball  coach,  and  three  years  as  assistant 
football  coach. 

Mr.  Milam  will  spend  the  next  few  months  in  a  com- 
pany training  program  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  will 


be  located  in  Nashville.    Here  he  will  be  joined  by  his 
wife  and  young  son,  Jeff. 

During  their  stay  at  Hampden-Sydney,  both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Milam  have  endeared  themselves  to  the  community. 
Mrs.  Milam,  the  former  Ann  Hoover,  of  Harrisonburg, 
served  for  a  time  as  secretary  to  President  Gammon. 
She  also  made  a  very  vital  contribution  to  the  community 
and  church  activities. 

The  Milams  will  be  greatly  missed  but  they  may  rest 
assured  that  the  good  wishes  of  many  friends  go  with  them 
into  this  new  venture.  We  trust  that  they  will  return 
often  to  the  Hill. 

Miller  New  Basketball  and 
Baseball  Coach 

Louis  F.  (Weenie)  Miller,  former  All-State  player  in 
basketball  and  baseball  at  the  Lrniversity  of  Richmond, 
will  be  the  new  head  coach  of  basketball  and  baseball  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  He  succeeds  Claude  Milam,  who  re- 
signed earlier  in  the  spring  to  enter  private  business.  The 
new  coach  will  also  assist  Jim  Hickey  in  football. 

Miller,  one  of  the  state's  more  famous  athletes,  grad- 
uated from  the  University  of  Richmond  in  1946.  He 
launched  his  coaching  career  at  Glen  Allen  High  School, 
where  his  basketball  teams  won  43  games  and  lost  only  11 
in  three  seasons.  He  went  to  V.  P.  I.  as  freshman  basket- 
ball and  baseball  coach  in  1950,  but  resigned  months  later 
to  return  to  Richmond  in  a  similar  capacity.  Last  year 
he  went  to  Hermitage  High  School,  where  he  coached 
basketball  and  assisted  in  football. 

Miller  has  been  described  as  "one  of  the  most  respected 
as  well  as  the  most  traveled  coaches  in  Virginia's  coaching 
circles."  Athletic  Director  Hickey  states,  "I  believe  we  are 
getting  one  of  the  finest  coaches  to  be  found  anywhere."

THE  HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  HYMN 

To  The  Record: 

I  read  your  article  on  the  College  Hymn  in  the  April, 
!955,  Record  and  I  agree  with  you  most  heartily. 

In  1910  we  had  a  Glee  Club  and  a  Barber  Shop  Quartet 
consisting  of  William  Oppenhimer,  bass,  William  H. 
Fry,  lead,  Alexander  Donnan,  tenor,  and  I  sang  baritone. 
One  of  our  renditions  was  an  old  Welsh  folk  song  "Here's 
to  all  good  fellows,  We're  each  the  other's  friend."  No 
one  ever  saw  the  written  music,  but  the  harmony  was 
sweet  and  easy.  The  quartet  sang  it  and  the  whole  chorus 
joined  in  the  second  verse,  which  was  the  same  as  the 
first.  After  Intermediates  and  final  dances,  there  was 
always  a  gathering  which  became  traditional,  and  this  was 
the  song  we  all  sang  on  the  Comity  Club  porch.  The  tune 
grew  and  the  words  were  changed  by  me  in  collaboration 
with  Morell  Clarke  when  I  was  named  cheerleader  in 
1912. 

Your  suggestion  is  a  good  one  and  I  submit  herewith 
a  suggested  changing  of  the  words.  I  will  try  to  get 
the  music  of  the  folk  song,  though  it  might  be  impossible : 

"Here's  to  old  Hampden-Sydney, 
The  Garnet  and  the  Gray, 
To  her  sons  by  the  thousands 
Who  revere  her  name  today. 
Our  old  Alma  Mater, 
We'll  ere  be  true  to  thee, 
And  we'll  spread  with  song  and  story 
The  fame  of  HSC." 

It  was  only  after  my  return  from  Germany  in  1920 
that  I  first  heard  the  song  sung  as  the  College  Hymn, 
and  I  was  impressed  by  the  quartet  rendition  at  the 
alumni  meeting  in  the  old  Memorial  Hall  in  1 920.

Dear  Editors: 

As  one  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  derelict  it  may 
be  but  still  interested,  I  see  no  reason  for  changing  the 
lines  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Hymn.  On  the  contrary, 
the  lines  have  always  meant  more  to  me  than  they  appear 
to  mean  to  "G.  H.  T."  "Her  team,"  to  me,  means  "all 
who  have  experienced  the  mental  and  moral  discipline 
of  living  on  her  campus."  It  is  pleasant  to  consider  our- 
selves as  "tried  heroes,"  though  the  noun  may  be  an 
exaggeration.  But  there  is  no  question  that  we  "defend 
her  name  today''  and  always. 

I  was  once  approached  on  a  railroad  train  by  a  stranger 
who  asked  me  suddenly,  "You  are  a  Hampden-Sydney 
man,  aren't  you  ?"  When  I  replied  yes,  he  asked :  "Are 
you  a  preacher  or  an  atheist  ?"  To  my  own  query,  he 
said,  "Well,  it  seems  that  Hampden-Sydney  men  have 
an  individual  stamp.    I   heard  you  discussing  with  your 
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companion,  and  it  sounded  to  me  like  the  kind  of  good 
reasoning  that  is  typical  of  Hampden-Sydney  men.  No 
matter  what  philosophy  they  follow,  you  can  tell  them 
h\    their  ability  to  defend  what  they  believe  logically." 

1  have  never  quite  grasped  the  necessity  for  being 
either  a  preacher  or  an  atheist,  but  I  am  inclined  to  agree 
that  Hampden-Sydney  does  leave  a  stamp  of  definite 
quality  on  its  students.  1  should  dislike  to  believe  that 
all  the  battling  for  "her  name"  takes  place  on  athletic- 
fields.  There  is  a  larger  battleground  where  more  im- 
portant issues  are  fought  out.  On  that  field,  the  sons  of 
Hampden-Sydney  give  quite  a  good  account  of  them- 
selves. In  general  they  appear  "tried"  in  the  sense  of 
tested  and  capable  of  both  liberality  and  moderation. 
They  may  not  be  "heroes"  in  the  classical  sense,  but 
often  they  have  proved  to  be  brave  and  thoughtful  in 
defense  of  democratic  values.  I  have  not  yet  met  a 
Hampden-Sydney  man  who  isn't  eager  to  "defend  her 
name." 

All  of  which  is  merely  a  long-winded  writer's  way  of 
saying,  Let's  keep  our  hymn  !

Shortly  after  I  came  here  to  live,  I  heard,  while  listen- 
ing to  the  radio  one  day,  the  familiar  strains  of  ["A 
Glass  of  the  Finest"].

Leonard  W.  Topping,  '30, 
And  The  President 

Perhaps  politics  should  not  be  allowed  to  intrude  on  the 
impartial  pages  of  The  Record,  but  when  an  alumnus 
favors  the  President  of  the  United  States  (looks  like 
him,  we  mean),  that  is  worth-while  news,  be  he  Republi- 
can or  Democrat. 

This  article  was  occasioned  by  a  letter  from  Robert  W. 
Harwell,  '29,  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  about  one  of  his  college 
mates  of  the  Class  of  1930.  (Mr.  Harwell  entered  with 
this  class,  but  secured  his  degree  in  three  years.  He  is 
still,  however,  "very  much  interested  in  the  bovs  of  the 
Class  of  '30.")    Wrote  Mr.  Harwell: 

"Maybe  some  other  alumnus  has  reported  to  you  that 
we  had  as  our  pastor  in  the  exchange  of  pastors  with  North 
Carolina  for  the  week  of  evangelistic  services  April  17-22, 
Rev.  Leonard  W.  Topping,  Class  of  1930.  Leonard  is 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greenville, 
N.  C,  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  have  him  bring  us  the 
Word  of  God  in  the  series  of  services  at  Tabb  St.  Presby- 
terian Church  here  in  Petersburg. 

"It  was  a  topic  of  conversation  among  our  members 
how  much  Leonard  looks  like  President  Eisenhower.  At 
times  in  the  pulpit  he  looked  just  like  Eisenhower.  In 
fact,  he  told  us  that  there  was  another  man  in  Greenville 
who  looked  like  Truman,  and  the  local  photographer 
put  a  picture  of  that  man  and  his  in  the  window  and 
labeled  them  Truman  and  Eisenhower.  I  don't  think 
the  picture  (newspaper)  looked  as  much  like  the  Presi- 
dent as  he  does,  but  it  may  be  because  of  the  newspaper 
transfer  of  the  picture " 


Mr.  'Popping  has  been  at  the  Greenville  church  for 
eight  years.  During  that  time  he  has  had  the  opportunity 
of  working  with  hundreds  of  students  at  East  Carolina 
College,  which  had  2,500  students  enrolled  this  past 
year.  The  manse  being  only  two  blocks  from  the  campus, 
the  Westminster  Fellowship  has  met  in  the  Toppings' 
home  for  vesper  services  for  seven  years.  The  church  pays 
for  the  suppers,  while  the  students  prepare  the  food  and 
have  charge  of  the  programs. 

Though  born  in  Hampton,  Virginia,  Mr.  Topping's 
ministry  has  been  spent  in  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina, 
except  for  a  three-year  pastorate  in  Georgia.  Greenville's 
rapid  growth  has  presented  an  unusual  opportunity  to 
its  churches.  Since  Mr.  Topping  came  to  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  1947,  it  has  received  429  new  members 
and  has  established  a  daughter  church  (five  such  have 
been  organized  within  twelve  years).  Contributions  have 
increased  from  $17,013  in  1947-48  to  $44,243  in  1954 
(benevolences  from  $4,918  to  $15,653). 

After  graduating  from  Hampden-Sydney  with  an  A.B. 
in  1930,  Mr.  Topping  attended  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Richmond,  where  he  was  a  classmate  of  J.  B. 
Clower,  now  professor  of  Bible  at  Hampden-Sydney.  He 
received  his  B.D.  in  1933,  and  earned  his  Th.M.  in  1950. 
The  subject  of  his  Master's  thesis  was  A  History  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  1776-1883. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Greenville,  Mr.  Topping  had  held 
pastorates  in  Elizabeth  City,  Edenton,  and  Rowland, 
North  Carolina,  and  Griffin,  Georgia.  He  has  been  prom- 
inent in  civic  and  church  affairs. 

In  1933  he  married  Ruth  Evelyn  Wright  of  Richmond. 
They  have  two  children:  Ruth  Evelyn,  a  student  at 
Flora  Macdonald  College,  and  Leonard  Wesley,  a  student 
in  Greenville  High  School. 

Wherever  he  goes,  Mr.  Topping  seems  to  find  Hamp- 
den-Sydney contacts.  One  of  the  members  of  his  congre- 
gation, Dr.  Frederick  B.  Haar,  is  an  enthusiastic  sup- 
porter of  the  college,  and  has  a  son  who  has  just  com- 
pleted his  freshman  year  here. 

While  conducting  the  evangelistic  services  in  Peters- 
burg, Mr.  Topping  had  meals  in  the  homes  of  three 
Hampden-Sydney  men:  Robert  Harwell,  '29,  William  B. 
Spencer,  '39,  and  Alexander  Hamilton,  '28.  Conducting 
services  in  his  church  in  Greenville  during  the  same 
evangelistic  exchange  was  Dr.  E.  T.  Thompson,  '14, 
from  LTnion  Theological  Seminary. 

And  how  does  Mr.  Topping  feel  about  his  double. 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower?  "One  hundred  per 
cent    for   him." 


Dr.  Cary  Suter's  Study  Of  Epilepsy 

Dr.  Cary  Suter  of  the  Class  of  '43  has  made  no  little 
study  of  epilepsy  and  has  learned  much  of  its  nature  and 
of  its  treatment.  He  is  Director  of  the  Seizure  and  Con- 
trol Clinic  at  the  University  of  Virginia  Hospital. 
Recently  he  has  reviewed  the  amazing  advance  in  the 
knowledge  and  control  of  this  malady  in  the  University  of 
Virginia  News  Letter. 
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It  appears  that  twenty-five  years  ago  epilepsy  was  re- 
garded as  a  mysterious  and  incurable  condition.  Electrical 
discharges  from  the  brain  had  been  detected,  but  it  had 
not  been  realized  that  this  phenomenon  offered  an  avenue 
toward  discovering  ways  to  control  these  seizures. 

As  of  now,  says  Dr.  Suter,  physicians  may  make  use 
of  a  machine  to  diagnose  a  seizure  state  by  recording  the 
type  and  degree  of  brain  wave.  They  also  have  a  number 
of  new  drugs  at  their  disposal. 

It  is  stated  in  this  article  that  the  number  of  Virginians 
who  are  known  to  suffer  from  epilepsy  is  far  greater  than 
one  would  suppose — between  fifteen  and  twenty  thousand, 
and  perhaps  more. 

Dr.  Suter  suggests  that  war  injuries  and  automobile 
accidents  have  added  to  the  number  of  sufferers  from 
epilepsy,  and  interestingly  suggests  that  the  increased 
span  of  life  is  another  cause.  He  might  also  have  added 
the  continually  increasing   population. 

Dr.  Suter  takes  the  position  that  epileptic  seizures  should 
be  understood  as  symptoms  of  some  disorder  in  the  nervous 
system  rather  than  as  a  disease. 

He  believes  that  fifty  per  cent  of  persons  with  epileptic 
seizures  can  have  their  attacks  completely  controlled  and 
thirty  per  cent  can  have  their  attacks  reduced  in  number 
and  severity. 

His  work  is  to  be  commended  highly. 


Roger  A.  Young,  '33,  Wins 
TV  Award 

[The  following  article  about  an  enterprising  Hampden- 
Sydney  graduate  of  the  class  of  1933  was  written  by 
Diddy  Mathews  Palmer  and  appeared  in  her  lively 
column,  "Very  Small  Talk",  in  the  April  13th  issue  of  the 
Charleston  (W .  Fa)  Daily  Mail.] 

It  would  be  a  bitter  disappointment  to  most  people  to 
have  to  postpone  a  long-dreamed-of  vacation  trip  to  Paris, 
London,  and  Rome,  but  Roger  A.  Young,  Jr.,  a  native 
Charlestonian  now  living  in  New  York,  has  done  just  that 
and  was  only  too  happy  to  change  his  plans. 

Roger  had  plane  and  hotel  reservations  all  set,  and  was 
ready  to  take  off  for  his  first  visit  to  Europe  this  week, 
when  it  was  announced  that  the  television  show,  "Industry 
on  Parade",  had  been  selected  to  receive  one  of  the  coveted 
George  Foster  Peabody  TV  awards  for  outstanding  public 
service. 

Maybe  you  didn't  know  it,  but  the  only  son  of  Mrs. 
Roger  Young,  Sr.,  of  305  20th  St.,  is  one  of  the  big  wheels 
behind  this  excellent  program,  shown  here  at  11:15  p.  m. 
Mondays  and  Fridays  over  the  Huntington  station 
WSAZ-TV.  He's  been  editing  the  film  for  several  years 
and  his  presence  at  the  awards  dinner  on  April  20th  is 
mandatory. 

And  maybe  you  didn't  know,  either,  that  the  Peabody 
awards  are  as  cherished  by  TV  people  as  the  Pulitzer 
prizes  are  by  newspaper  people  and  other  writers,  and 
Oscars  are  by  movie  stars.  Among  others  chosen  for  Pea- 
body radio  and  TV  honors  this  year  are  John  Daly,  news 
commentator,  and  George  Gobel,  NBC  comedian.    "In- 


dustry on  Parade"  is  the  only  non-network  public  service 
program  among  six  chosen  for  awards. 

The  awards  were  established  in  1940  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  George  Foster  Peabody,  benefactor  and  life 
trustee  of  the  University  of  Georgia.  They  are  designed 
to  honor  meritorious  service  by  broadcasters  in  news,  music, 
entertainment,  education,  promotion  of  international 
understanding  and  public  service. 

Roger  is  news-reel  editor  in  the  publicity  and  personnel 
department  of  the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers, 
sponsor  of  the  "Industry  on  Parade"  series.  He  has  held 
this  position  almost  since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  after 
he  completed  a  stint  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  and  headed  for 
New  York. 

Even  when  Roger  was  writing  for  the  Book  Strap  as  a 
student  at  Charleston  High  School,  he  dreamed  of  a  future 
career  in  public  relations.  He  kept  on  dreaming  during 
his  four  years  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  Virginia, 
from  where  he  was  graduated  as  an  honor  student  in  1933 
and  won  all  the  literary  prizes  offered  at  that  college. 

Those  were  lean  years,  as  you  may  remember,  and  jobs 
were  hard  to  come  by.  There  was  a  short  stretch  when 
Roger  dug  ditches  for  Mr.  duPont  up  at  Belle.  But  he 
kept  on  plugging ;  applied  for  a  reporter's  job  at  the  Daily 
Mail  and  was  advised  by  S.  G.  Damron,  then  managing 
editor,  to  try  a  smalltown  paper  first,  to  get  experience.

When  he  went  to  New 
York,  he  was  first  employed  by  the  Paramount  News  Reel 
Co.,  then  by  the  Roy  Durston  Advertising  Agency. 

With  his  present  position  with  the  National  Association 
of  Manufacturers,  Roger  is  completely  satisfied,  at  last. 
As  an  eligible  bachelor,  his  social  life  in  the  big  town  is 
quite  satisfactory,  too.     He  shares  an  apartment  at   330 

E.  30th  St.  with  another  bachelor,  and  they  have  no  com- 
plaints. 

Irvine  Resigns  To  Head 
Railway  Group 

Delegate  William  H.  Irvine,  '23,  of  Campbell  County, 
resigned  from  the  Virginia  General  Assembly  on  April  1 
to  accept  the  chairmanship  of  the  Virginia  Railway  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  Lynchburg  Neivs,  commenting  editorially,  states: 
"The  unexpected  resignation  of  William  H.  Irvine  as 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  from  Campbell 
County  must  have  come  as  something  of  a  political  shock 
to  the  residents  in  our  neighboring  communities  who  have 
been  served  so  efficiently  and  faithfully  by  this  Evington 
farmer  for  the  last  twenty-one  years.  But  while  a  big 
majority  will  regret  his  decision  to  abandon  his  legislative 
usefulness  to  the  State  and  to  the  county,  few  will  deny 
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that  he  has  long  since  earned  the  right  to  a  more  lucrative 
position  in  the  private  enterprise  field.  The  public  interest 
will  still  be  present  in  the  important  position  which  Mr. 
[rvine  has  agreed  to  take.  As  chairman  of  the  Virginia 
Railway  Association,  he  will  be  afforded  numerous  oppor- 
tunities for  a  high  type  of  public  service  which  transcends 

his  primary  obligations  to  the  railroad  companies 

Mr.  Irvine  may  certainly  be  counted  on  for  a  fair-minded 
and  reasonable  approach  to  all  questions  in  which  the 
railroads  have  a  vital  interest.  The  association  is  to  be 
congratulated  for  obtaining  the  services  of  a  man  with 
his  integrity  and  good  business  judgment,  and  it  goes 
without  saying  that  the  influence  he  has  earned  through 
long  service  in  the  General  Assembly  will  be  valuable 
in   his   new    role."

JEFFERSON.  Lorenzo  Edward  Jefferson.  II,  '58,  died 
on  March  31,  1955.  The  following  memorial  was  prepared 
by  his  pastor,  Dr.  John  E.  Richards,  and  presented  at  the 
236th  Stated  Meeting  of  Montgomery  Presbytery. 

Lorenzo  Edward  Jefferson,  II,  was  born  in  Roanoke.  Va. 
July  10,  1936,  son  of  Lorenzo  Edward  and  Louise  Poole 
Jefferson.    His  entire  earthly  life  was  spent  in  Roanoke. 

Being  reared  in  a  Christian  home  he  was  dedicated  to  God 
in  infancy  and  baptized  on  March  27,  1937.  He  made  his 
public  Profession  of  Faith  in  his  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  united 
with  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Roanoke  on  April  21, 
1946.  Throughout  his  childhood  and  youth  Petie,  as  he  was 
affectionately  known,  was  an  unusually  faithful  and  devout 
Christian.  He  loved  the  church  and  was  active  in  every  phase 
of  its  endeavor.  Diligent  in  attendance  at  Sunday  School  and 
Church  Worship,  he  sang  in  the  Choir,  served  in  the  Sunday 
School,  led  the  Young  People  and  continually  bore  witness 
for  his  Master.  He  was  a  regular  attendant  and  leader  at  our 
Church's  Summer  Camps  and  Conferences,  and  his  religious 
life  was  greatly  influenced  by  them.  Having  definitely  heard 
God's  call  to  the  Gospel  Ministry,  he  was  examined  and  taken 
under  the  care  of  Montgomery  Presbytery  as  a  Candidate 
for  the  Ministry  on  January  26,  1954.  After  graduating  with 
honors  from  Jefferson  High  School  in  June,  1954,  he  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  There  he  continued  with  dis- 
tinction his  training  for  the  ministry  until  a  few  weeks  before 
his  death  on  March  31.

Gentle  and  considerate  in  his  home,  friendly  in  the 
community,  popular  in  his  schools,  influential  with  his  many 
friends,  he  lived  among  others  as  a  clean,  joyful,  upright 
Christian.  Although  Petie  did  not  live  on  earth  long  enough 
to  be  ordained,  throughout  his  youth  he  preached  with  the 
eloquent  testimony  of  a  consecrated  life.  Those  who  have 
seen  the  sermon  of  his  life  rise  up  and  call  him  blessed. 

His  home  town,  his  college,  his  high  school,  his  church,  his 
host  of  personal  friends  were  deeply  grieved  by  his  death, 
but  through  the  night  of  death  there  shines  the  glorious  promise 
of  dawn  in  'a  land  that  is  fairer  than  day.' 


As  we  again  commend  his  family  and  friends  to  the  grace 
and  comfort  of  God,  let  us  remember  with  thankful  hearts 
that  a  young  man  with  devoted  aspirations  lightly  touched 
the  mantle  of  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  by  that  touch  enriched 
the  fellowship  of  those  who  serve  the  King.  Montgomery 
Presbytery  did  not  have  the  privilege  of  ordaining  Petie  but 
it  is  easy  to  believe  that  a  choice  young  minister  has  been 
ordained  in  the  Church  Triumphant  where  he  waits  upon  his 
Lord  in  the  Land  of  the  Living.  Amen.
